Afternoon Dispatch. 

EUP.OPE. 

Rome, Dec. 17.— Signor Deprittis 
informed the chamber of deputies that 
in consequence of the present position 
of parliamentary parties the ministers 
have resigned and the King has ac- 
cepted their resignations and charged 
him (Deprittis) with the duty of form- 
ing a new ministry. 

Paius, Dec. 17.— M. Emilede Girar- 
din was to-day elected deputy from the 
9th arrondissen.out of Paris. 

Pesth, Dec: 17. — A public meeting 
of from six to eight thousand people 
has adopted a resolution that the gov 
ernment should resist even if neces- 
sary with arms the further extension 
of the power of Russia. Tho Presi- 
dent of the Ministry refused to receive 
deputation from the meeting as it was ac- 
companied by a crowd. The crowd be- 
comiug disorderly the polico clewed the 
streets. 

Paris, Dec. 17.— The republican left 
decided to ask the ministers to grant n 
generid amnesty for pret-s olTonces since 
Mav 18th and the reinstatement of dis 
missed mayors. It is stated tho govern 
ment will 'introduce a bill making the 
sanction of the chamber necessary for n 
proclamation. 

London-, Deo. 17.— A telegram from 
Berliu douies tho truth of the report that 
an Englishman has been arrested in Ger 
many on u charge of treason against the 
empire. 

Copenhagen, Dec. 17.— There u 
foundation for die report that the Russian 
minister hero wua negotiating with Den- 
mark with a viow to proposing Prince 
Waldemar or Prince John of Glucksberg 
for ruler of Bulgaria. 

Constantinople, Dec. 17.— Several 
the powers havo already acknowledged 
the receipt of the Porto's circular. The 
lone of Italy's reply is very conciliatory 
and friendly. It rays Italy will endeavor 
to have steps taken iu concert with otbej 
powers for the purpose of offering media 
tion. Layard, British ambassador, denies 
that he has sounded tho Porto as to the 
conditions of peace it would be willing to 
accept. 

London, Doc. 17. — The Observer state 
it has reason to believe the Turkish cir 
cular was dispatched at the instance of 
England. The Statesman's London cor 
respondent says it is understood that the 
English government does not wish to act 
without the concurrence of other powers 
It is most anxious to avoid complication: 
■which might lead to unpleasantness with 
Russia. 

Constantinople, Dec. 17.— It is report 
ed that England has Bounded Ruasia as 
to conditions of peace. Tho Porte, how- 
ever, has been informed that Russia de 
sires Turkey to negotiate directly with 
her— that mediation would only make the 
termB harder. The peace party seems 
be gaining ground somewhat. There is 
great discontent among the population at 
Stamboul. Seditious placards are fro 
quentiy found. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Nsw York., Dec. 17. — Baroness De 
Bussiere, daughter of Benj. Holladay, the 
California millionaire, died to-day at tho 
New York Hotel of pneumonia, 

St. Louis. Doc. 17. — A dispatch from 
Osceola, Mo., says a mob took possession 
of that town on Friday night and arrested 
everybody on the streets at tho muzzle of 
revolvers and shot-guns. They then went 
to the court-house, seized all the tax 
books for this and past years iD the county 
clerk's and treasurer's offices and carried 
them away. The trouble grew out of the 
railroad tax that had been levied to pay 
certain judgments against the county for 
past due interest on railroad bonds. 

Evening Dispatch. 

EUROPE. 

London, Dec. 17. — A rumor is current 
in Constant m>p!o that Osman Pnsba is 
dead, This report is not credited horo aa 
noit formation can reach Constantinople 
from Bucharest, and tho latest advices 
from Bucharest mention nothing amiss 
with Osman. A telegram this morning 
assert.- that dispatches have reached Lou 
don from Bucliaiest that 0<uiau Pasha 
has poisoneil himself, and it was believed 
he was actuated by the Mshommedan hor- 
ror of amputation which tho surgeous iu 
formed him was necessary. 

A special from Constantinople asserts 
that Osman Pasha telegraphed his family 
that his wounds are progres-ing well. 

A Berlin correspondent telegraphs that 
Germany lias replied to tho Turkish note 
that German participation in mediation 
depend s upon Russia's consenting to par- 
ley. The North German Gazette and the 
National Gazette concur in declaring that, 
the pow'OM won't listen to tho Turkish ap- 
peals. 

Peha, Doc. 17.— A corresoondent says 
the Turkish Government obviously feels 
its capability of resistance exhausted and 
would gladly make peace upon reasonable 
terms; but it appears to havo no definite 
programme. 

Paris, Dec. 17.— Tho Russian minister 
of tinauco has notified tho loan contractors 
that ho has determined not to receive the 
installment of the war loan amounting to 
fifteen million marks, tho option of refus- 
ing which he had reserved, 

New York, Dec. 17.— A Htrald'i Lon- 
don special says a dispatch has just beon 
received at London from Constantinople 
and Vienna which announces a report is 
currout in both capitals of tho sudden 
death of Gluizi Osman Pasha. It is fur- 
ther stated from Vienna that tho hito com- 
mander of tho Turkish troops at Plevna 
died while proceeding towards Bucharest. 
It must bo remembered there is very lit 
tie probability of tho dispatch reaching 
Constantinople from Bucharest, so that 
Osmnu's intention to take his own life 
must havo been communicated to a friend 
in somo private correspondence. 

Midnight Dispatch. 

EUROPE. 
London, Dro. 15.-A correspondent at 
Plovna telegraphs concerning Osman 
Julio's reception by the Russians. Tho 



Grand Duke Nicholas rode up to Osmnn's 
carriage and for somo seconds the two 
hiefs gazed into eaoh others' faces with- 
out tho utteranoe of a word. Thou tho 
Grand Duke stretched out bis hand, shook 
tho baud of Osmau Pasha heartily and 
said, "I compliment you on yom defence 
of Plevna. It is one of tho most splendid 
military, feats in history;" Osman Btriihd 
dly. ro-o painfully to his feet iu spito of 
his wound and said something which I 
ould uot hear. He then reseated him- 
self. Tho Russian officers all cried, 
bravo 1 bravo!" repeatedly; there was not 
one among them who did not gazo on the 
hero of Plevna with tho greatest admira- 
tion and sympathy. Prince Oharli s of 
Roumania, who had arrived, rode up and 
repeated unwittingly almost every word 
of tho Grand Duke and likewise shook 
hands -with Osman Pasha, who again rose 
and bowod, this time in grim silence. He 
woro a loose blue coat with no apparent 
mark on it to designate his rank. He is a 
argo, strongly built man. Tho lower 
part of his face is covered with a strong, 
lack board without a strtak of gray, and 
bo has a largo Roman uoso and black 
eyes. "It is a grand faco," exclaimed 
Colonel Gaillard, tho French military at- 
tache "I was almost afraid of seeing 
nim lost my expectations would bo disap- 
pointed, bat ho moro than fullils my 
ideal." "It is the face of a great military 
chieftain," said young Shobeloff. "I am 
lad to havo seen him. Osman Ghazi ho 
is und Osman the Victorious he will re- 
main in spite of bis surrender." 

London, Dec. 15 — Events at tho seat 
of war havo moved slowly since Plevna 
fell, but the firmness of the Russian death 
grip on the Ottoman Empire will soou bo 
demonstrated. Russia is now firmly mas- 
tor of Bulgaria and her troops can pass 
the Balkans in great force with slight ob- 
truotious whenever the weather permits. 
The active co-operation of Servia, now 
fully recognized, is equivalent to another 
Russian victory in the Hold. This has 
come, too, at a time, when there is no 
longer dancer that it will lead Austria in- 
to the conflict. 

Constantinople, Dec. ID.- Tho Ser 
viaus mossed the frontier at Picrot. Ma- 
hemet Ali has arrived hero.

EUROPE. 

Bucharest, Doc. 13.— A correspondent 
telegraphs the report is current here that 
the Russians havo gained u great victory 
near Elena, taking lii.OOO prisoners. 

A special from Alexandria, Egypt, re- 
ports that tho British irou-clad Rupert 
has suddenly boon ordered to proceed to 
Besika Bay. 

In Russian official circles it is not 
thought likely that eitiier Turkey or any 
power in her behalf will propose peace 
negotiations. 

Constantinople, Dec. 13. — i5 rcquent 
interviews are taking place among foreign 
ambassadors. 

Bcc'IIArest, Dec, 13. — According to the 
official returns the Russian losses in tho 
lighting preceding the surrender of Plev- 
na, were 10 officers and 142 men killed, 
and 45 officers and 1,207 mon wounded. 
The Turks lost -1,000 hilled and wounded, 
and tho prisoners include 10 pashas, 128 
staff officers. 2,000 officers, 30.000 infan- 
try and 1,200 cavalry. Seventy-Beven 
cannon woro also captured. Tho first 
1 atch of prisoners, numbering 10,000. 
have already started for Bucharest. 

London, Dec. 13.— A dispatch from 
Bucliaiest, referring to tho fight near 
Metchka, icports that 30 battalions of 
Turks attacked Metchka on the lltb, but 
were brilliantly repulsed by tho forces 
under Vladimer and tho Czarowitz. 

Copenhagen, Dec. 14. — It is believed 
that the Russian minister i- negotiating 
with Denmark with a view- of proposing 
Prince Waldemar. of Denmark, o Prince 
John, of Glucsbi rg. as ruler of Bulgaria 

Constantinople. Dec. 14. — The pei.co 
and war pai ties ate Contending for supre- 
macy. Ii is believed the war party will 
prevail. There is trouble in Lebanon in 
consequence of the refusal of the inhabi- 
tants to furnish the military contingent 
or send deputies to parliament based on 
the fact that Lebanon is under European 
guarantees. 

Versailles, Dec. 14 — In accordance 
with a decision the budget committee will 
a-k the chamber to vote a sixth of tho 
budgi t and the four direct tuxes. 

The Constitutional believes the Chamber 
will adjourn Thursday next until January 
7;ji. Many reactionary prefects and sub 
prelects have resigned. It is stated the 
first batch of prefeotoral changes will be 
gazetted Sunday. Clerical journals are 
violent in their comments, especially on 
the appointment of M. Waddington, who 
ia a Protest int. The Gazette de France 
i ays the insurrection has triumphed. 

London, Dec. 13 —It is said the sug- 
gestion has been laid before tho British 
cabinet that Constantinople be madeafn e 
city under guarantee of tho European 
powers. 

Berlin, Dec. 14. — The German govern 
ment's estimate for 1878, presented for 
approval of the Federal councils, shows a 
deficiency of $9,000,000, which must be 
mot by contributions from the German 
states. 

NEVADA. 
Virginia, Deo. 14. — Messrs. Baldwin, 
Hill and Frank of the committee of stock- 
holders, appoinled to investigate Hehultz's 
management of the Justice miue, arrived 
this morning. Baldwin says: — "Wo in- 
tend to secure all evidence ohtainableand 
prosecute Schultz until we recover tho 
amount out of which bo has defrauded 
the company. No doubt Bullion has been 
managed in the same manner us Justice 
lias, and Bullion stockholders should 
soizo this opportunity to get it out of the 
Shultz management. I believe tho ag- 
gregate 1 amount of the swindle will not 
fall short of a million dollars." Henry 
Augustine of Silver City was to-day in- 
stalled as cleric of Justice mino in lieu of 
J. S. Kennedy, jr. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Franchoo, Dec. 14, — About half 
past 12 a crowd gathered on Pine street 
between Montgomery and Sansomo woro 
startled by four pistol shots in rapid suc- 
cession. At tho same moment William 
Butterfiold was scon standing on tbo side 
walk in front of Atkinson & Doud's brok- 
er office in the San Francisco Stock Ex- 
ohange building, flourishing a big British 
bull dog pistol. It appears be bad f.oiuo 
trouble about a stock transaction with 
John Bevenooks and another well known 
operator, and spying Sevenonks in Atkin- 
son & Doud's office, opened fire on him 
without warning. Nona of tho shots took 
effect. A dense crowd gathered at once. 
Butterfleld was disarmed and marched 
off between two policemen to the city pri- 
son. 



A telegram rocoived to-day by Presi- 
dent Hayes from San Francisco, sent by 
tho six companies, ropiesented that a gang 
of rt ughs last evening attackod a party of 
150 Chinamen who had just roaohod the 
city from Sacramento, robbing aud cruel- 
ly boating them, and soriously injuring 
moro than 50 of their number. No inter- 
position by tho police for their protec- 
tion apd no arrosts wore made. The com- 
panies also call attention of tho President 
to tho intimation of the governor of Cali- 
lornia in his address to tho Legislature 
that tho mob may bocomo too strong for 
control. 

San Francisco, Doc 13 — Tho suspen- 
sion of Emerson, Corvillo & Co., the well 
known Sacramento river canuera, is au- 
noiincod. They havo callod a mooting of 
creditors. 

A Call reporter this evening interview- 
ed Hardy, ox- superintendent of the Ophir 
mino. Ho declined to express a positive 
opinion as to tho value of the recent 
strike in Ophir, but was rather disposed 
to impart tho idea that it was a good pros- 
pect for speculators to work up. He was 
in doubt as to whether thoy had struck 
tho top or bottom of the ore body, if ouo 
really existed there, but combatted tho 
idea that it had any connection with thu 
California bonanza. 

Workingmou held sovoral ward meet- 
ings this evening. One at Potrero was 
addressed by Kearney, who, in the course 
of bis remarks, stated tho time had gono 
by for workiugnien to request employers 
to discharge Chinese. They must do- 
mand it. They were strong enough to 
enforce tho demand. The watohword 
hereafter must be hemp! homp! hemp! 

CANADA. 
Newcastle, Ont., Dec. 13. — Tbo Royal 
Hotel and block containing tho principal 
business part of tho town, woro burnod 
last night.

The Ineflicien^y of such implements 
against steam vessels in motion is fully 
proved by this tir.st attempt made to to 
employ them. Tho hull of too Husscar 
■was not so fortunate with tho 10-inch shot 
and shell tired by the Shah. One of these 
projectiles penetrated the ram on tho lar- 
board qi. after, and ooterintf the cabin 
killed a, soldier, injuring several other 
persons with tho fragments. In tho beat 
of the tight a shut destroyed tho main 
gaff of tbo Huascar, carrying away the 
flag, and although another was living 
from the maintop, oho of tho ciow leapt 
put on the dock and hoisted the fallen en- 
sign on the stufF itself, a heroio action 
worthy of praise and reward." Captnin 
Garcia then proceeds to givo his profes- 
sional conclusions, and remarks that as 
the Admiralty chart shows plenty of wa- 
ter in the Bay pfllo the Shnh and tho 
Amethyst ought to havo hemmed in tho 
Huascar, and either sunk her or compell- 
ed her to run ashore, He also suggests 
that tho Amethyst might have boarded Iho 
Huascar by llrst throwing an anchor over 
her. After denying that tho Huascar was 
disabled, Captain Garcia gives his opin- 
ion that in this combat Admiral DeHorsey
